The confirmation will not, how- 
ever give any special claims to seniority vis-a-vis 
other persons who are already officiating in the 
S.A.S. in the office or Branch in which the appren- 
tice is confirmed, and who will be confirmed sub- 
sequently in the S.A.S. The seniority of the ap- 

rentice will be regulated by the orders of the 
omptroller and Auditor General. 

(f) Confirmation, and increment after the stage of 
Rs, 245 in the S.A.S. scale, will depend upon the 
apprentice’s passing Examinations in Hindi to be 
prescribed by the Comptroller and Auditor 
General. 

10. Posting — Apprentices are being recruited mainly for 
the offices of the Accountants General, Bombay, Assam, 
Madhya Pradesh, Rajasthan and the Comptroller, Saurash- 
tra. Apprentices not willing to be posted to the above- 
mentioned offices will be discharged, On confirmation, a 
candidate will ordinarily be required to serve in the Ac- 
counts or Audit Office in which he is confirmed. He will,

however, be liable to transfer to any branch or office 
under the control of the Comptroller and Auditor General 
of India during the period of apprenticeship as well as 
after confirmation, on terms to be decided by the Comptrol- 
ler and Auditor General. Candidates will also be liable to 
spells of overseas service for Audit and Accounts work 
on terms to be decided by the Comptroller and Auditor 
General. 

11. After the separation of Audit and Accounts, the 
services of an apprentice may be utilised either in 
the Accounts Offices under the Central or State Govern- 
ments or in the statutory Audit Offices under the Comp- 
troller and Auditor General according to the exigencies 
of service. 

12. Execution of a Bond— All apprentices at the time of 
appointment will be required to give an undertaking to 


the effect that during the period of their apprenticeship 
they will not apply for any appointment elsewhere or 
apply for any examination in respect of other posts. 

13. Scales of Pay — During training and so long as they 
arc not appointed on probation to the S.A.S., the appren- 
tices will get a pay of Rs, 150 p.m. plus the dearness and 
other allowances at the scale fixed by the Government of 
India from time to time. With effect from the date of 
appointment (on probation) to the S.A.S., they will be 
eligible for pay in the scale of Rs, 200 — 15 — 380 — EB — 20— 
500. 

Note — On posting to an Accounts and Audit Office, either 
for training or otherwise, the Head of Department in re- 
lation to that office will exercise all powers in the same 
way, as he would have done, had the appointment as an 
apprentice been ab initio made by him.
